a crowded house, or the very anticipation of it, is enough to cause 
alarm ; to one who has to encounter a Theatre well filled in such 
season as the present, it proves a severe discipline, and answers ex- 
eeedingly well the purpose of an earthly purgatory ; the hapless mar 
who has to endure it, may be disposed to differ from the opinion of a 
celebrated Catholic divine— that a man may go further, ard farc 
worse.”
